WHAT'S THIS, SUBSIDIZE TEXAS? 

Not the least of the illogical aspects of federal aid to educa- 
tion as provided for in the Metcalf bill, H. R. 10763 that is now be- 
fore congress, is the fact that California, and 14 other states of the 
nation, would be subsidizing that great state of the gigantic super- 
latives, Texas. 

Now we have been led to believe that Texans are the biggest, 
the richest, the goldarnest critters that God ever created; that the 
state of Texas has more oil wells, more cattle, more new business than 
anybody; that Texas and Texans have stood on their own two feet, 
or died fightin’, ever since the days of Davy Crockett and Sam 
Houston. 

But here comes this bill to provide federal aid to education, $992 
million dollars worth of bill— and what happens to por ol’ Texas? 
Why California, and certain other states are supposed to chunk in 
enough money so that Texas can get back better than $13 million 
more than she kicks into the deal. 

The Metcalf bill sets up a schedule of federal aid amounting to 
just over $992 million, which, of course, comes from taxpayers, name- 
Iv. you and me and others. 

California, under terms of the bill, is slated to receive $72,350,- 
000 in federal aid to education, but California taxpayers would dig 
up $104,263,300 to finance the plan. This means $31,913,300 of 
California money would go elsewhere. 

The state of the Giants—Texas—would receive $55,450,000, but 
would pony up only $41,963,300, which means that Texas would get 
$13,486,700 more than she put in—a portion of which would come 
from California. 

In the total picture, 15 states, including California, would pay 
in more money than they would get back in federal aid in order to 
subsidize those 33 other states, including Texas, and a few U. S. pos- 
sessions and territories. 

This federal aid to education bill is a good examole of modern 
financial thinking at the national level—throw a bunch of dough into 
Uncle Sammy's big pot, then scramble for it, meanwhile leaving a 
fair sized chunk to keep Uncle's operation operating. 

And underlying this bill is the threat of federal control of educa- 
That we don't want. 

Getting back to California and por ol’ Texas, it would be much 

simpler, and certainly more economical, if we public-spirited citizens 

in California would form the Lone Star Welfare society, collect $13 

million dollars, and send it to our Texas friends for relief of Texas 

schools.

The millions of new Califor- 
nians who have moved into our 
great State during the past ten 
years would not be nearly so well 
housed as they are if it were not 
for the gigantic job performed by 
our realtors, subdividers, and 
home builders. The success of 
their combined efforts in produc- 
ing enough new homes, not only 
to meet population growth, but 
also to give improved housing to 
every resident who demanded it, 
is a modern-day miracle, one for 
which we should all be grateful. 

This enormous achievement was 
primarily made possible by the vi- 
sion, courage, and ability of the 
men who planned our thousands 
of new subdivisions, arranged for 
financing tiem, and built the hun- 
dreds of thousands of homes now 
enjoyed by our new fellow-resi- 
dents. But an important factor 
in helping them to accomplish 
their great objectives was the 
workable and sensible legislation 
on real estate, subdivisions, land 
use and planning which had been 
patiently worked out by your leg- 
islature with the cooperation of 
the industries and governmental 
agencies over a period of many 
years. 

If this body of law had not been 
really practical, in addition to pro- 
viding necessary safeguards for 
the home buyer as well as the gen- 
eral public, it might well have 
a major obstacle to pro- 
viding a roof over the head of 
every Californian. But whether a 
city or county planning ordinance 
was involved, basic state law made 
it possible for the real estate and 
construction industries to meet the 
huge demands imposed upon them 
by the largest mass movement of 
human beings in recorded history.

If there is one basic axiom which 
your legislators have had im- 
pressed| upon them. in connection 
with real estate and home build- 
ing law, it is that conditions in 
that field change with even more 
bewildering rapidity than they do 
in women’s fashions. No sooner 


is one new problem dealt with by 
new or changed law, than another 


‘pops up, needing investigation and 


perhaps action. As is the case with 
all other types of business activ- 
ity, there are always a few “mar- 
ginal operators’? who endeavor to 
bilk individuals who need housing, 
or who wish to sell what they 
own. Over the years, your legis- 
lature and ethical busineSsmen in 
real estate and construction have 
together learned the importance 
of closing all possible legal loop- 
holes to stop such gentry from de- 
frauding the public, and giving 
the industries a completely unde- 
served black eye. 

Shortly before our 1957 session 
it became apparent that another 
kind of fraud was being perpetrat- 
ed on the public under the guise 
of “advance fee’’ listings of homes 
or businesses offered for sale, ex- 
change or lease. In this racket, 
unscrupulous promoters collected 
fees in advance for promised ad- 
vertising and other sales promo- 
tion of home or business proper- 
ties, then never kept their prom- 
ises to do the advertising. To 
plug this gap in the real estate li- 
censing law, a bill was introduced 
in that session which would make 
the “advanced fee’? business fully 
subject to real estate license laws, 
and would give the state real es- 
tate commissioner authority to 
supervise the business. 

For further study, the bill was 
referred to the Assembly interfm 
committee on governmental effi- 
ciency and economy. A sub-group 
of that committee held prelimin- 
ary hearings on the measure re- 
cently, and will hold others as 
needed. 


Evidence presented to the group 
indicated that high pressure ad- 
vance fee operators, many work- 
ing from headquarters outside the 
State, have cost thousands of home 
owners millions of dollars in fees 
for services never performed. It 
was clearly brought out that legit- 
imate advertising media, such as 
newspapers and magazines of gen- 
eral circulation, will have no part 
of such reprehensible practices. 

In a state as large as California, 
a free market for homes and busi- 
ness properties is absolutely neces- 
sary to continued prosperity. Any 
service which aids owners to use 
this free market better is econom-

SAN FRANCISCO, June 26.—With a great many politicians, 
expediency is considered the touchstone of success. 

Never take a firm stand on an issue that's controversial to more 
than a small minority. Don't let principles get in your way. If your 


opponent is strong, appease him— 
or better still, crib from his book. 

One political figure who has 
disregarded all the accepted max- 
ims is President Eisenhower’s sec- 
retary of agriculture, Ezra Ben- 
son. According to the rules, his 
scalp should have been had long 
ago. Instead, he has proved to 
be remarkably durable. 


Benson earned the early enmity 
of Congressional farm bloc leaders 
of both parties for his uncompro- 
mising and outspoken conviction 
that high, rigid price supports for 
farm crops have hurt, not helped, 
American farmers, and have creat- 
ed, not eliminated, huge crop sur- 
pluses. 

Privately, just about every 
thinking person — farmer or non 
farmer — has agreed with Benson 
all along. But Benson had the in- 
testinal fortitude to speak his 
piece and try to do something 
about it. And the farm politicians 
of the Midwest and South, sure 
that their constituents would let 
short-term interest blind them to 
Torfocfocforgocfoofonfoozocfocfoofecfoofecfoofoafocfoosersoofoefoo foes:

son be dumped. 

He wasn’t. And today, evidence 
mounts that his policies not only 
are proving successful but .are 
gaining grudging acceptance 
among those who opposed them 
most. 

Three years ago,’ the Agricul- 
tural Secretary won his first real 
victory when Congress allowed the 
formerly sacrosant, 90 per cent of 
parity, rigid price support level 
for basic crops to be replaced by 
a flexible 75 per cent to 90 per 
cent range. The flexible system, 
operating under a supply and de- 
mand formula, has had the effect 
of-reducing the mountain of farm 
surpluses: substantially. 

This year, Benson is pushing for 
the reduction of support floors 
from 75 per cent to 60 per cent, 
He also wants to eliminate an es- 
calator clause in present legisla- 
tion that forces price supports up 
as surpluses go down. Another 
goal is to increase the acreage of 
basic crops that farmers may 
plant without Government penal- 
ties. 

The Secretary isn’t expected to 
get all he wants, but most ob- 
servers are predicting he will get 
a good part of it. Cotton and rice 
growers, who have lost substantial 
markets to foreign producers as a 
result of artificial high price sup- 
ports, show the greatest interest 
in Benson’s proposals. A return to 
freer market conditions would es- 
pecially benefit the cotton indus- 
try, which has suffered from the 
competition of synthetic fibers — 
and particularly California grow- 
ers, who have been hurt as late 
comers in the industry by acreage 
controls.
